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DETAILED ACTION 
Application Status 

1 . In response to the previous Office action, a Non-Final rejection (mailed on 

1 1/18/2008), Applicants filed a response and amendment received on 03/10/2009. 
Said amendment amends Claim 19. 
Claims 16-19 are pending. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 16-19 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

The previous new matter rejection under 35 U.S.C. §112, 1st paragraph, is 
withdrawn by virtue of applicants' amendment (i.e., deleting procline and adding the 
terms supported by the original disclosure ProClin® 150, ProClin® 300). 

The previous rejection under 35 U.S.C. §102 is withdrawn by virtue of applicants' 
argument. 

The previous rejection under 35 U.S.C. §103 is withdrawn by virtue of applicants' 
argument. 

The instant invention is drawn to an isolated protein comprising the amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 ; and a composition thereof comprising a preservative. 

The claimed protein is a novel glycerol kinase from Cellulomona sp. JCM2471 
which is useful in industry as a raw material enzyme for clinical laboratory agents such 
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as assaying blood neutral lipid by colorimetric analysis, for example (see instant 
specification, middle of page 2). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
